Mar-
kets opened brisk and active on Monday
morning at an advance on last week's
prices, which on certain desirable grades
was equal to 25e per cwt. Light, smooth
butcher beeves were particularly firm,
owing to their scarcity. At noon Monday
came the report from Chicago that receipts
there were tbe largest on Vecord, the total
betas 31,000 head.

On receipt of this news the bottom at
once dropped out or markets, and tbe deal-
ers who had not sold were forced to make
concessions which more than wiped ont the
advance. There were beeves sold on Tues-
day at $4 35 which on Monday morninir
would have readily brought 54 55.

AM Cereals and Provisions Keep One An-

other Company in Price Changes Bad
Weather and Bradstrenfs Cause the
Horning Advance in Afternoon De-

cline.
CITIC GC The principal articles dealt In

on the Board of Trade acted In unusual
unison In tho morning they
marched npward together in price, and In
tho afternoon they marched down again In
like order, resting at the bottom. There
was an unusual amount of bull news nt tho
opening. The two great factors were the
enormous decrease reported by EradstreeCt
In the available supply nearly 5,000,0X)

bushels the last week and tho continued
bad weather. A cold wave was predicted
for tho Dakotas, Minnesota and Nebraska,
with a prospect of extending into Kansas,
where farm work is said to be held In abey-
ance by wet weather. This sort of news
quickly affected prices here. Shorts were
greedy to cover, and as there was not much
wheat for salo the competition was brisk,
and the maiket lapidly bid up.

Mav opened Kc higher nt Plyc and quickly
advanced to 82c. July, w liicn sold yester-dn- v

nt discount, went to 82c: but urg
ent demands were soon supplied, and as the
advnnce brought out free realizing sales and
temntcd liberal short selling, the maiket

The maiket appears to be heavily
oversold, and the crowd gets very nervous
on all decided bull news.

The early ad-
vance brought out free realizing and gener
ous snort selling, ana tne pneo sicauuy
sagged off to SJKc for May shortly before
the close, and closed easy at 81c.
